The State Central Committee named 
the temporary chairman, selecting Judge 
Doyle by a vote of 39 to 29.

Mrs. Minnie C. Hess, wife of Elroy 
Hess of Berrien City, Mich., gave the 
next deposition to be offered in evi- 
dence...

This 
statement was brought up during the 
testimony of Dr. Meyer Wiener, expert 
witness for the plaintiff, who said it 
was impossible for eyes to change color 
permanently except through disease, the 
marks of which would be left in the 
eye. She testified that she met Hess 
when he was 18 years old and that his 
eyes then, as now, at the age of 38, were 
@ light gray. 
When the defense sought 
the jury the part of Elroy Hess’ de- 
position in which he referred to the 
change of color of his eyes, the plain- 
tiff objected and Judge Amidon tem- 
porarily sustained the objection. 
‘“T am inclined to believe it is not 
admissible,” the Judge said. ‘“‘When a 
scientist, Who has studied the facts and 
has the history of cases, has testified 
that a thing is not possible, I hardly 
believe it is probable that a laymas 
can bring forth an instance to the con- 
trary. If a witness told me he saw 
water running up hill, I should be in- 
clined not to credit his testimony. How- 
ever, I shall look up the authorities be- 
fore ruling permanently on this ob- 
jection and I wish to ask the attorneys 
for both sides to0 help me get at the 
law of it.’ 

Lardner a Witness, 

William P. Lardner, husband of Kim- 
mel's former sweetheart, was called to 
the stand after the depositions were 
read. He testified that he was 45 years 
old and had known Kimmel 40 years and 
worked in the same bank with him in 
Niles, Mich. He told of Kimmel’s dis- 
appearance from Niles and his return 
a short time later from New Orleans, 
in 1885. In the same year, Lardner said, 
Kimmel went to Chamberlain, 8. D. 
Lardner visited him there. Kimmel re- 
turned to Niles in 18% or 1896 and re- 
gained his place in the bank. 
Questioned about his trip to Auburn 
prison with his wife in May, 1909, he 
said Attorney O'Bryan of the New York 
Life wrote and asked him to go and 
see if he could identify the Auburn 
prisoner as George Kimmel. He hesi- 
tated, he said, because he believed the 
prisoner was a fake. 


Met the Claimant. 


“My wife and I asked that we be 
placed so we could see the prisoner be- 
fore he saw us. We sat in the corridor 
and he was brought up. When he was 
about fifteen feet away I looked up and 
he looked up at the same time. I could 
see he was surprised. The attendant 
hurried him into the office and we fol- 
lowed. 
“The prisoner stood looking out of the 
window. Someone said: ‘George, here 
is somebody to see you.’ 
“The prisoner turned and said some- 
thing. I couldn’t hear it. I asked my 
wife what he said and she told me he 
said ‘‘More trickery.’ 
“At first glance I had recognized 
him as George Kimmel. We all went 
in the warden’'s office and there in 
the presence of the warden and chap- 
lain my wife said: ‘George, aren't 
you going to speak to me?’

Mrs. Lardner exhibited What she 
called the identical piece of writing the 
prisoner gave her, and went from the 
witness stand to the jury box to show 
how it should be read. 

A short time after ske had given this 
testimony at a night session of the 
Court Wednesday, she asserted posi- 
tively that the claimant was her sweet- 
heart of other days. 

“With all my heart and soul I believe 
he is George A. Kimmel,’’ she said. 

Attorneys for the plaintiff objected to 
the statement of what she believed, in- 
sisting that she was called to tell what 
she knew. Heér reply was: 

‘“T Know he is George A. 
well as I can Know anything on 
earth.” 

The night session was held by Judge 
Amidon to make up for the delay of 
Wednesday morning, when a juror was 
snowbound on his way to the court. Be- 
sides Mrs. Lardner, John M. Shetland, 
Lertillon expert of Auburn penitentiary, 
was calied to the stand. When he ad- 
mitted a photograph offered in evidence 
had been retouched by him.

‘Handling Magazines and 
‘Newspapers Is 51 Cents 
a Pound. 
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HE OPPOSES A U. S. 
TELEGRAPH SYSTEM

Executive Points Out Low 
Rate Has Been Allowed to 
‘Newspapers Because of 
‘Their Value in Develop- 
‘ment of Country. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—President 
Taft today approved and forwarded {to 
Congress the report of the commission 
on second-class mail matter recommend- 
ing that the postal rate on magazines 
and newspapers be raised from 1 cent to 
2 cents a pound. 

Another suggestion of the comnnis- 
sion, which received the president's ap- 
proval, would abolish the “‘cent-a-copy 
rate’ for newspapers other than week- 
lies when mailed at a city letter carrier 
office for lecal delivery. 

The President also informed Congress 
that he did not approve of Postmaster- 
General Hitchcock's suggestion that the 
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Government buy and operate all tele- 
graph lines as an adjunct of the postal 
system. 


The President said that if it could be 
shown that the public would benefit by 
receiving service at a less price than is 
now paid, he might think differently of 
the plan, but that he was not convinced 
such would be the effect. 

Postmaster-General Hitchcock  origi- 
nally recommended a 4-cent rate, but 
later changed this to 2. The commission 
finds that the cost of handling second- 
ciass matter is about 5% cents a pound. 
In approving the 2-cent rate, however, 
President Taft declares the business en- 
terprises of the publishers of periodicals 
have been built up on the basis of the 
l-cent rate and therefore it would be 
manifestly unfair to put into immediate 
effect a larger increase in postage. 

Held Not to Be Hardship. 

As to the effect of the proposed in- 

crease from 1 to 2 cents a pound Pres- 


ident Taft quotes from the report of 
the Postal Commission the following 
paragraph: 


“Such an increase will not, in the opin- 
jon of the commission, bring distress 
upon the publishers of newspapers and 
periodicals, or seriously interfere with 
the disseminations of useful news or in- 
formation. A reasonable time should be 
allowed after the rate is fixed before it 
in put into effect. While the new rate 
will be very far from compensating the 
Government for the carriage and han- 
diing of second-class matter, it will to 
some extent relieve the existing burden 
and result in a more equitable adjust- 
ment of rates.’’ 

That newspapers and magazines have 
been potent agencies for the dissemina- 
tion of public intelligence and conse- 
quently have borne a worthy part in 
the development of the country, Mr. 
Taft says, all must admit. 

“But,”’ he adds, “it is likewise true 
that the original purpose of Congress in 
providing for them a subvention by way 
of nominal postal charges in considera- 
tion of their value as mediums of pub- 
lic information ought not to prevent an 
increase, because they are now not only 
educational but highly profitable. There 
is no warrant for the great disparity 
‘between existing postage rates on pe- 
‘plodicals and the cost of the service 
the Government performs for them. The 
aggregate postal revenues for the fiscal 
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year 1911 were $237,879,823.60, derived 
mainly from the postage collected on 





the four classes of mail matter. It is 
carefully éstimated by the Postoffice 
Department that the revenue derived 
from mail matter of the first class is 
approximately one and one-half times 
the cos. of handling and carriage; that 
the returns from third and fourth class 
matter are lightly in excess of their 
cost of handling and carriage; and that 
while second-class matter embraces over 
6 per cent of the entire weight of all 
the mail carried, it, nevertheless, yields 
little more than 5 per cent of the postal 
revenue.”

Columbia to serve two years in, the pen- 
itentiary for bribery of the board of 
health in the letting of a city garbage 
contract. The Supreme Court reversed 
the case on the ground that the ordi- 
nance conferring the power upon the 
board of health to let the contract was 
unconstitutional, as such power  be- 
longed to the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. (The question of ‘‘guilt ’’ did not 
figure in the decision.) This was one 
of the most famous of the boodle cases. 
Butler was set free. 

May 18, 1909.—Supreme Court, in opin- 
ion written by former Judge James 
Gantt, reversed the two years’ sentence 
of Delegate Ferd. Warner because the 
word ‘“‘the’’ was left out of the indict- 
ment in the phrase, “‘against the peace 
and dignity of THE State.’”’ The ques- 
tion of guilt was not considered. Warner 
was retried and acquitted. 

March 23, 1904—Judge Burgess wrote 
opinion of Supreme Court reversing the 
conviction of John H. Schnettler on the 
ground that the information upon which 
he was prosecuted was not verified upon 
oath of the Circuit Attorney. Schuettler 
was convicted a second time and served 
his sentence. 

Dec, 15, 1992.—Case against Emil A. 
Meysenberg reversed by Supreme Court 
in opinion written by Judge Sherwoo.l, 
who held that the indictment was in- 
sufficient. Supreme Court ordered Mev. 
senberg’s discharge. 

The Supreme Court also reversed and 
remanded the convictions of Jere J: 
Hannigan, John A. Sheridan, T. Edward 


Albright, Charles A. Gutke, Edmund 
Bersch, Charles J. Denny, Louis Beck- 
er and Harry A. Faulkner’ on the 


ground that the informations had not 
been verified by oath of the Circuit 
Attorney. Except Sheridan, who died, 
T. Edward Albright, who was acquitted 
on subsequent trials, and Charles A. 
Gutke, who was used as a state's wit- 


ness, these men were all reconvicted 
on amended informations and served 
sentences. ' 


April, 1904: Supreme Court, in opinion 


written by former Judge Gantt, 
reversed and remanded the case 
against R. M. Snyder, convicted 
in the Circuit Court of paying 


a bribe of $250,000 to procure the pass- 
age of the Central Traction bill in 1899. 
Court held that the testimony showed 
that Snyder maintained a permanent 
residence in Kansas City, and that as 
the indictment had not been returned 
until an elapse of three years after the 
crime, the statute of limitations was a 
bar to prosecution. Snyder was re-in- 
dicted, but was killed in an automobile 
accident before the case was disposed 
of. 

Former Judge James B. Gantt, when 
asked at Jefferson City regarding the 
Roosevelt utterance, said: “In an- 
swer to such an assault, I must decline 
to explain my judicial conduct in the 
eases referred to.’ Judge Gantt was 
defeated for re-election after the “the” 
decision. 

Former Judge Thomas A. Sherwood, 
in a statement telegraphed from Long 
Beach, Cal., said: “A man who knows 
nothing of law is, of course, better able 
to dictate the course to pursue than 
experienced judges.”” He further said 
that, under the Constitution. the indtct- 
ment must give the accused person 
notice of the nature and cause of the 
accusation and that defects in this re- 
spect were not errors of form, but of 
sulgtance. Hie was one of the judges 
who decided the Mevsenburg case. and 
said that in that case the action of 
Gartt, the late Judge Burgess and him- 
self was indorsed by “every lawyer 
who ever read the indictment.” 
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Classes of mail should be exorbitantly 
taxed to meet a deficiency caused by 
other classes, the revenue from which 
is much below their cost of handling 
and carriage. Where such inequalities 
exist they should be removed as early 
as practicable. 

“The proposed increase of 1 cent a 
pound in the second-class postage rate, 
I believe, to be most reaso; able, and 
if sufficient time is allowed before the 
change goes into effect it should work 
little serious injury to the business of 
the periodical publishers, while equal- 
izing, at least in a measure, the bur- 
dens of postal taxation.”

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GOV, DIX AGREES — 
TO HEAR PLEAS OF 
SCHIFF 'S LAWYERS 


Parker and Nicoll Will Argue 
Friday for Broader Inquiry 
Into Brandt Sentence. 
30-YEAR TERM IS LIFTED 
Sustaining of Habeas Corpus 


Writ Leaves Valet as Before 
He Went to Prison. 





ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 22.—Gov. Dix 
today granted the application of Alton 
B. Parker and De Lancey Nicoll of 
New York to present oral arguments be- 
fore him tomorrow in favor of broad- 
ening the powers of Richard L. Hand, 
who was appointed Commissioner to 
take testimony on the petition for exec- 
utive clemency made by Folke E. 
Brandt, former valet to Mortimer lL. 
Schiff of New York. 

The question in dispute is whether 
volunteer witnesses before Commission- 
er Hand can be granted immunity from 
future proceedings, such as the grand 
jury investigation, by District Attorney 
Whitman of New York. 

Counsel for Schiff also want Hand to 
go into all phases of the controversy, 
including the allegation that Brandt’s 
30-year sentence for burglary was 
brought about through a conspiracy. 

Attorney-General Carmody will be 
represented at the hearing, and District 
Attorney Whitman also is expected to 
appear. In view of the fact that the 
writ of habeas corpus granted by Justice 
Gerard yesterday becomes operative to- 
morrow, a question has been raised as 
to what jurisdiction the Governor will 
have after the writ goes into effect. 

The Governor takes the position that 
Brandt’s freedom is not the main ques- 
tion involved, but rather as to whether 
or not his conviction was the result of 
a conspiracy, and, if so, who was re- 
sponsible for it. 

Attorney-General Carmody _ strongly 
advised Gov. Dix yesterday to grant an 
immediate pardon to Brandt, but the 
Governor declared he would act only 
on the recommendation of Hand. 

Attorney-General Carmody in an opin- 
ion submitted to the Governor contends 
that while Brandt may have been guilty 
of crime, there was no evidence in sup- 
port of the conviction for burglary in 
the first degree. 

His opinion adds: 

“It seems to me absolutely inconsis- 
tent with honest proceedings that he 
could have been convicted ands sen- 
tenced for a crime that the minutes of 
the grand jury do not show that he 
committed and that he himself denied 
when asked about it. 

“If a conspiracy existed then the mat- 
ter is explained. I have yet to hear any 
explanation that effectually disposes of 
the suggestion that powerful influences 
were at work to bring about the in- 
carceration of Brandt.” 


Sentence Is Lifted and Brandt Will 
Be Released on Bail. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Folke E. 
Brandt, who has served five years in 
Dannemora Prison on his plea of guilty 
to first-degree burglary at the home of 
Mortimer L. Schiff, millionaire banker, 
where he was a valet, today has the 
assurance that he will be released on 
bail Friday to await a new trial or 
other developments in his remarkable 
case. The 30-year sentence which was 
imposed upon him April 4, 1907, by Judge 
Rosalsky of the Court of General Ses- 
sions, was broken yesterday by Justice 
Gerard of the Supreme Court, who sus- 
tained a writ of habeas corpus obtained 
in the prisoner’s behalf. 

By» this action Brandt, who was 
brought down from Dannemora ast 
week, is the Same man in the eyes of 
the law as he was before he was sent 
to prison. He remained in the Tombs 
last night. 

According to records Justice Gerard 
read into his opinion, Brandt, March 28, 
1907, withdrew a plea of not guilty to 
the indictment charging that he felon- 
lously broke into the Schiff. house and 
stole “two pins and a shoe horn,” and 
pleaded guilty. 

In sentencing him a week later to 80 
years in prison, Judge Rosalsky illegal- 
ly condemned the man, according to 
Justice Gerard. 

The Court held that the examination 
of Brandt at the time he was sen- 
tenced tended to refute the plea to a 
charge of first degree burglary, as he 
denied that he forced entrance to the 
Schiff house. 

“The questions and answers set forth 
in the examination,” declared Justice 
Gerard, “show that Brandt, whatever 
other crime he committed, did not 
‘break’ to enter, within the meaning of 
the law, and showed that the crime of 
burglary in the first degree, or in any 
degree, was not, in fact, committed.”’ 
The Justice then ruled that a court 
“Is without jurisdiction to sentence a 
prisoner for a crime which it is plain 
the prisoner does not admit that he com- 
mitted and to which he does not plead 
guilty. 

“The writ is sustained and the prison- 
er remanded to the Tombs subject to an 
application for bail, to await trial un- 
der the indictment for burglary in the 
first degree.” 

Brandt will remain m the Tombs un- 
til Friday, when, by agreement of coun- 
sel, he will be released on bail, fur- 
nished by a surety company. 

The District Attorney said the Gov- 
ernor cannot pardon Brandt now. 
Brandt's position is that of a man who 
has been indicted, and is awaiting trial, 
and his original plea of not guilty comes 
into force again.

Scores of passengers, marooned on 
five snowbound trains of the Southern 
railway, between Shiloh and German- 
town, Ill., 35 miles from St. Louis, were 
housed and fed Thursday at the railroad 
company’s expense, while six gangs of 
workmen and several locomotive crews 
worked to clear the track. 
The passengers spent the night in ho- 
tels at Germantown, New Baden and Al- 
bers. It was believed at noon that the 
trains would be enabled to get through 
the drifts late in the afternoon, and 
could reach St. Louis by nightfall. 
The tracks became impassable 
Wednesday morning, when the storm 
was at its height, and an accommoda- 
tion train was the first to be stalled, 
four miles west of Germantown. 

Blockade Serious. | 
The blockade became more _ serious 
Wednesday night when a freight train 
was stalled near Shiloh. When the in- 
tervening trains were backed up to the 
freight they were stopped, leaving the 
five trains helpless. The engine of the 
accommodation train went “dead” from 
lack of water. Another train was at- 
tached to it and it was backed to Ger- 
mantown, releasing the passenger trains 
which were able to move. 
Some of the passengers rented rooms 
at Germantown Thursday, while efforts 
were being made to clear the tracks. 
Wednesday night the food in the dining 
cars gave,out and there was suefering 
from coldfgfand hunger. Severar passen- 
gers walked through the deep snow and 
got food enough to alleviate the hunger 
of the women and children. 

Children on Train. 
Several mothers with children were 
among the passengers. A party of Al- 
ton boosters returning from Centralia, 
where they had gone to capture the next 
convention of the Illinois State Fire- 
men’s convention, were on one of the 
stalled trains.

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LOUIS TRAFFIC. 
FSTORED AS THE 
NOWSTORM ENDS 


Streets Being Cleared, Cars Re- 
sume Schedule and Train 
Service Is Improving. 














Transportation and traffic were re- 
sumed in St. Louis Thursday, while 
hundreds of workers removed from the 
downtown streets the grimy and 
trampled deposit of Wednesday’s snow- 
storm, the heaviest the city has ex- 
perienced in more than 30 years. 

Street car service on schedule was re- 
stored on all lines Thursday, but team- 
sters, reluctant to turn out of the 
smooth tracks into the high snow at 
the side, caused delays here and there. 
The crowds on the cars were larger, al- 
though Thursday is.a calendar holiday, 
than they were Wednesday, when many 
persons took a holiday because of the 
difficulty of getting to work. 

Just one of all the scores of trains 
arriving at Union Station Thursday 
morning was on time. The others came 
in at all hours, on whatever schedules 
they could make by boring through the 
drifts. The humble local, with its few 
coaches, fared no worse than the aristo- 
cratic string of vestibuled Pullmans 
which usually ignores everything but 
the bigger cities. 

“‘Indefinite’’ was written after the 
numbers of many trains in the column 
where the arriving time is usually 
marked. One train from the East got 
even beyond the “indefinite’’ point, 
being nearly 25 hours late. It was com- 
bined with another train and run on a 
new schedule. 

Late From the Southwest. 

The Western and Southwestern lines 
maintained their schedules better than 
those to the North, East and Southeast. 
Trains from Kansas City and from 
points in Oklahoma and Texas arrived 
from a few minutes to six hours late,

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| WOMAN AND THE REOALL. 

Last year the newly enfranchised women of 
Seattle celebrated the acquisition of the suffrage 
by recalling Mayor Gill. He had been elected 
on the platform of a wide-open town, and the 
superlative degree of wide-openness prevailing 
under his administration was heralded to the four 
corners of the country as the basis upon which 
the women voters had insisted upon his dismissal. 

Now comes news that in the primary for the se- 
lection of candidates this spring, Mayor Gill has 
him@elf been put at the head of the list by more 
than twice the number of votes polled for his near- 
est competitor. The situation is peculiar. 

Either last year’s recall was due to something 
other than the female vote, or a large number of 
Seattle women have exercised the feminine right 
to change their minds since they voted Gill out. 
It looks very much as though the recall had been 
made too easy, or political influences had already 
worked upon the women voters sufficiently to 
enlist them under party banners. 

In several States where the recall is in vogue, a 
movement is on foot to amend the law and pro- 
vide that petitioners for a recall shall visit the 
city ,or county clerk’s office in person to sign 
recall petitions. The object is to prevent infiv- 
ences opposed to any person in office from hiring

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WORDS AT COLUMBUS. 

His scheme for regulating trust prices “just as 
railroad rates are regulated” was advoeated anew 
by Mr. Roosevelt at Columbus, but he kept his 
foot jammed down on the soft pedal. From his 
labored remarks on the judicial recall, it appears 
that he regards the adoption of this plan for un- 
dermining the stately and stable edifice of an 
independent judiciary as a “question of expedi- 
ency only.” He would actually favor the judicial 
recall in Missouri and California, but in other 
places would recommend his weird scheme for 
subjecting the decisions of the highest courts to 
a popular referendum. 

He favors the short ballot, as to whose value 
there is practically no dissent. He favors direct 
nominations, which are so little at issue as now 
to be employed even in his own State of New 
Yorx, though their benefit was not extended to 
the people, either by ex-Gov. Roosevelt or the 
party he controlled there for so many years. He 
advocates safely the election of senators by direct 
vote, for which two-thirds of both houses of 
Congress have:already voted. He favors the ini- 
tiative and referendum as a weapon in: reserve 
for emergencies. He declares for a sparing use of 
the recall as applied to political offices. 

By adding Government guarantee of bank de- 
posits, the message he journeyed a thousand miles 
te: deliver to the Ohio constitution makers might 
have been made an almost exact replica of W. J. 
Bryan’s advice to the Oklahoma constitution 
makers five years ago. 

There has been a great change during these 
five years in the public’s attitude toward certain 
of these reforms, in which Mr. Bryan was 4 
leader and originator and Mr. Roosevelt a fol- 
lower and imitator. In the great tribunal of the 
people some of them are already entered on 
the records ag res adjudicata. 

They are of progressive quality, but not one ot 
them was the basis of the progressives’ distinctive 
movement in politics, which grew out of Cannon- 
ism in the House, toward which Mr. Roosevelt 
never showed hithself unsympathetic, and the 
tariff, toward whose enormous abuses he showed 
the indifference of an accessory or beneficiary. 

It may be that the miracle of a multitude of 
words has been wrought- at Columbus, as the 
thirdtermers fondly hoped it would be wrought; it 
may be that a platform was presented that will 
fire the popular heart. But most persons will 
find what he said tedious. It will cause more 
yawns than demonstrations either of approval or 
disapproval. 
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Mr. Hefner of Spokane says he was the man 
who raised most of the money for the Woodrow 
Wilson campaign. Just wait till Henry Watter- 
son hears about this. 
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PRACTICE AND PROFESSION. 

The Democratic State convention pointed with 

pride to the overthrow of the Cannon system in 
the House and the restoration of representative 
government. Professions on such a subject are 
mtch less convincing than practice. Through this 
same convention a program and slate were driven 
by methods as czar-like as any ever followed in the 
House, 
‘‘We favor home rule for the cities and communi- 
ties of the State,” said the convention. But it con- 
tinued in tne direction of its own party affairs 
the unit rule, which is the antithesis of home rule 
and substitutes boss government for representative 
government.

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BARE-FACED JUNKET PLAN. 


A suspicion is aroused by a bill introduced in the 
House of Delegates granting $2500 to its Legis- 
lative Committee to investigate the industrial 
schools of other cities and systems of caring for 
poor children. 

Under the order of the Assembly, a commission 
appointed in 1910 and composed of Assistant Sup- 
erintendent of Schools C. G. Rathmann, Secretary 
noger N. Baldwin, of the Civic League, and Dwignt 
F Davis, the present Park Commissioner, inves- 
tigated the entire subject. Its voluminous report, 
embodying all data for which it is now proposed 
to pay $2500, has been at the disposal of Legis- 
lative Committee and House since last March. 
For nearly a year measures carrying into effect 
he recommendations in the report, including the 
rétioval of the Industrial School to the country, 
have remained unacted on in the Assembly. 
The commission devoted nine months to its 
work, prosecuted elaborate inquiries in eight dif- 
ferent cities and digested its comprehensive mate- 
rial at a cost of $900 Why is $2500 more asked for 
covering precisely the same ground? A bare-faced 
junket is what is proposed. 

If the Legislative Committeemen feel that a 
pleasure trip will do them good at this inclement 
season, it should be taken at their own, not the 
public expense.

To Abate Smoke Nuisance. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The fact that heat units can be more conven- 
iently and cheaply secured in soft coal than in 
any other fuel is why our large cities are con- 
fronted with the commonly called smoke nuisance, 
which is indeed a very mild name for this monster 
which destroys the beauty of our buildings, de- 
presses our spirits by its gloom and even destroys 
out lives by compelling our lungs to not only 
purify our blood, but also eliminate the soot and 
gas contained in the smoke-laden air we breathe. 

Since we have already found in low fuel cost 
the direct cause of the smoke nuisance we must 
in looking for a remedy find one that will not 
only solve the problem in view, but one that will 
at the same time supply a fuel as low in cost as 
soft coal; for cheap fuel is absolutely essential 
for the poor of our cities, and laws that will reach 
and compel the installation of smoke consuming 
devices in our large buildings can never stop the 
smoke emitting chimneys in the houses of the 
poor. 

We can only see one remedy,and, broadly speak- 
ing, that is for the city to own and sell at cost 
all of the fuel used within its limits, and these 
must'@f course, be non-smoking fuels. In the first 
place the city could, in a large, modern, up-to-date 
gas plant, where all by-products would be made 
of value, sell its gas at about 25 or 30 cents per 
thousand feet and even if we fail to consider the 
great labor saving qualities a fuel of this kind 
would have for heating and cooking purposes the 
year round, we must admit that it would be 
cheaper for this work than soft coal. 

The larger plants could be supplied with coke 
and charcoal at a price that would make their 
owners smile, and we would have clean buildings 
and a cleaner people and more cheerful hearts, 
Our city could then pass laws (and should do so 
now) compelling the railroads to use non-smoking 
fuels in their locomotives when operated within 
the city limits. 

We would also find that this solution of the 
fvel problem would be a magnet that would draw 
manufacturing enterprises to our city. H. J. §S,

Soc. requests me to 
notify you that it is really a villonous 
forgery. (Excuse the pun.) 

The original lines were written at a 
time when Villon, a poet by day, was 
doing a thriving burglary and pickpocket 
business by night. He was accompanied 
on his nocturnal excursions by a large 
hunting. dog. It was the business of this 
dog to start a fight with all watchdogs 
and while they were fighting Villon 
could do his second-story work in peace. 

Some of the poet-highwayman’s rois- 
tering associates were in the habit of 
tormenting the animal. Enraged, Villon 
first drew his sword to slay them. But 
they bought him several drinks before 
he could accomplish his purpose, so he 
contented himself with a mild reproof, 
in his best lyric style. As it originally 
appeared, the quatrain was as follows:

Les garcons frappent du pied mon chien. 
Qu'll est courant, fl ne conte rien— 
Faut cess’ frapper du pied mon chien.

After he had come 
to New York and completed the build- 
ing of the Second Avenue Railway and 
a part of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, and his wife went to Nice, 
France, where they met on_ intimate 
terms the late King Humbert and 
Queen Marguerita of Italy. 

Four grand-nieces of Mrs. Hughes, 
besides other relatives, contested her 
will in the Surrogate’s court, asserting 
she was of unsound mind when she left 
a trust fund of $50,000, over which her 
husband had given her testamentary 
power, to David Michael Grassi, the son 
of her husband, and Clementina Grassi, 
who had been a maid in their employ- 
ment in Ltaly. 

The testimony before Surrogate Cohal- 
an showed that Hughes by his will left 
his entire estate to his widow, with the 
exception of $15,000 to David Michael, 
John and Louis Grassi, Clementina 
Grassi's sons. 

Hughes died in 1886 and his widow at 
once came to this country, Clementina 
Grassi and her sons following her some 
The estate left to 
Mrs. Hughes amounted to $1,000,000. It 
was shown she gave away large sums 
of money -in her later years, and that a 
lawyer in Washington got checks from 
her to the amount of $46,000, which closed 
out her account in the Fifth National 
Bank in this city, and then had her 
committed to a sanitarium, from which 
she was released in a proceeding insti- 
tuted by David Michael Grassi.

In other words, Mr. Stovall first wanted 
to be satisfied with the salary offered 
before he would consent to come here. 

President Hedges has. wired Stovall, 
telling him that he is pleased to an- 
nounce that he has obtained his re- 
lease from the Cleveland club. The 
Browns’ owner also requested Stovall to 
come to St. Louis as early as possible to 
take in at least part of the training 
course at French Lick, Ind., with sev- 
eral other members of the Wallacean 
troupe. 


Hedges Slipped One Over. 


Hedges and Wallace believe they 
made a tenstrike in landing Stovall for 
George. Had they not thought the former 
Nap would have benefitted the eight-placers, 
they wouldn't have sought him. They are 
not alone in the belief that they obtained 
the better of the transaction. The following 
is what Sy Sanborn of the Chicago Tribune 
says of the deal in this week's Sporting 
News: 

‘The trade ought to help the Browns more 
than it does Cleveland, aithough it has its 
advantages on both sides. ‘Lefty’ George 
who was traded for Stovall], is not badly 
needed at Cleveland,

The above transaction can scarcely 
be called a trade, as Stovall cannot help but 
be regarded as a far more valuable player 
than George. 

‘‘Clevelanders wish Stovall well and trust 
that within a year or so he will again have 
the chance to demonstrate his managerial 
ability which was interrupted so suddenly. 
He is certain of a great reception when the 
Browns make their first appearance in Cleve- 
land.’’
